Please advise that it is the policy of the 

CIA not to publicly comment on speculations about its 
activities or employees. However, reassure him that the 
CIA does report on its activities to oversight committees 
in both Houses of Congress. They are the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence, chaired by Senator Birch Bayh 
and the House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence, 
chaired by Representative Edward P. Boland. 

I trust this information will aid you in responding to 
your constituent.
